2. SUMMARY'. TENSIONS REHAIHE3 HIGH IN KABUL OURING THE MEEK 
AS RUMORS INOICATEO THAT RESISTANCE FORCES HAO MOVED CLOSER TO 
THE CAPITAL AND AFGHAN ANO SOVIET FORCES HAO ATTACKEO OUTLYING 
TOMNS ANO VILLAGES IN RESPONSE. THE RUMOR HILLS KENT INTO 
HIGH GEAR SPECULATING ABOUT AN IMMINENT CHANGE IN ORA LEADER- 
SHIP* ANO THE KHALO-PARCHAH FEUD CONTINUEO AS THREE MORE 
FORMER KHALQ I MINISTERS MERE EIECUTEO. THE MAVE OF POISON- 
INGS ALSO CONTINUEO, MITH ORA MEDIA TRYING TO PIN THE BLAME 

ON THE US ANO OTHER ENEMIES. JUMPY SECURITY FORCESvSEENED 
SPORADICALLY ON CITRA ALERT OURING THE BECK. SOVIET AND AFGHAN 
MILITARY AIR TRANSPORT ACTIVITY ROAREO IN ANO OUT -OP THE CITY 
AT A HIGH RATE, BUT CONVOYS HERE LESS IN EVIDENCE. THE ORA

7. THE KHALQ-PARCHAM FEUD CONTINUED NONETHELESS. AS THE 
DRA ANNOUNCED THAT THREE MORE OF AMIN'S MINISTERS HAD BEEN 
SENTENCED TO DEATH. ONE OF OUR SOURCES INSISTS THAT THEY 
AND PERHAPS 20 OTHERS HAVE ALREADY BEEN EXECUTED. REPORTS 
FROM MULTIPLE SOURCES INDICATE THAT ASSASSINATIONS OF LOW- 
LEVEL KHALQI GOVERNOR OF NANGARHAR REFUSED TO DEPART WHEN A 
PARCHAMIST WAS SENT TO REPLACE HIM ON JUNE 9. AS OF JUNE 
12, THE GOVERNOR WAS SAID TO BE HOLDING OUT IN HIS OFFICES 
WHICH WERE SURROUNDED BY DETERMINED SUPPORTERS FROM THE 
SHINGARI TRIBE. 

8. MORE SCHOOL CHILDREN AND SOME OFFICE WORKERS WERE DOWNED 
3Y THE MYSTERIOUS POISONING WHICH HAS AFFECTED KABUL SCHOOLS 
SINCE JUNE 8 AND WHICH THE DRA IS BLAMING ON THE US, THE 
CHINESE AND OTHER "AGENTS OF IMPERIALISM." EMBASSY 
OFFICIALS AND FSN'S AND OTHER WESTERNERS SAW SOME OF THE 
VICTIMS OUTSIDE THE JUMHURIAT HOSPITAL ON JUNE 12, WHEN THE 
DRA CLAIMED THAT ANOTHER 350 STUDENTS AT 14 SCHOOLS WERE 
AFFECTED. ACCORDING TO THE AFGHAN MEDIA AND INDEPENDENT 
SOURCES, WORKERS AT THE MINISTRY OF THE INTERIOR AND AT THE 
DEMOCRATIC ORGANIZATION FOR AFGHAN WOMEN WERE ALSO HIT BY 
THE POISONING. SOME EMPLOYEES WHOSE CHILDREN WERE VICTIMS 
REPORTED THAT THEY RECALLED SMELLING APPLES JUST BEFORE 
FALLING WHILE OTHERS CLAIMED TO HAVE SMELLED ROTTEN EGGS OR 
SULFUR.
